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GOVERNMENT OF PALESTINE. 


CHARITABLE TRUSTS ORDINANCE 


No. 2ti of 1924 


WHEREAS by Sections 52, 53, and 51 ol* the Palestine’ 
Order iri Council 1922 if is provided that the Moslem Religious 
Courts, the Courts of the Christian Communities and the 
Rabbinical Courts shall have jurisdiction in respect of Wakfs 
or Religious Endowments constituted before* such Courts in 
accordance with the law thereof; 


AND WHEREAS it is desirable to make provision for 
the regulation of Charitable Trusts established in Palestine 
otherwise than in conformity with Religious Law; 


HE IT ENACTED hy the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisorv Council thereof:- 


I. This Ordinance mav be cited as Llit* Charitable Trusts Short Title

2. ( I) Property is held in trust for charitable purposes in any 
rase in which there is an obligation annexed to the ownership 
thereof and arising out of a confidence reposed in and accepted 
by the owner or declared and accepted hy him that while 
the ownership is nominally vested in the owner, such property 
and fix* income and proceeds thereof shall be exclusively used 
and enjoyed for charitable purposes.

(2) For the purpose of Ibis Ordinance the term charitable 
purposes shall include all purposes for the benefit of the public purposes 
or any section of the public within or without Palestine of any 


of lhe following- categories : 

(a) for the relief of poverty; 

(b) for the advancement of education or knowledge; 

(c) for the advancement of Religion or the maintenance 
of religious rites or practices:

(d) for any other purpose beneficial or of interest to 
mankind not falling within the preceding categories. 


3. (1) Subject to the provisions of Section 37, no trust 

in relation to immovable property is valid unless declared by 
the last will of the author of the trust or of the trustee or by 
a non-testamenfary instrument in writing signed by the author 
nf Ihe trust or the trustee and notariallv executed.

4. Subject to the provision of Section .*1, a trust is created 
when the author of the trust indicates with reasonable certainty 


(a) an intention on his part to create a trust; 

(b) the purpose of the trust;

M) (unless the trust is declared by will or the author of 
the trust is himself to be the trustee) transfers the trust pro¬ 
perty to a trustee.

8. Where the trust property consists of money and cannot 
be applied immediately or at an early date to the purposes of 
the trust, the trustee is hound, subject to any direction con¬ 
tained in the instrument ol trust, to invest the money in any 
of the following securities and in no others : 
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(a) In bonds debentures, stock, promissory notes or 
other securities of the Government of Palestine.

0. Where the trustee commits a breach of trust lie is 
liable to make good the loss which the trust property has 
sustained, provided always Hint the Court may, upon I lie 
application of the trustee, relieve the trustee of any liability for 
breach of trust if it is of opinion that lie has acted honestly 
and ought fairly lo he excused for I lie breach of trust and for 
omitting to obtain the directions of the Court in the matter in 
which he has made such breach.

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(o') wlu?re he becomes aware of a breach of trust com¬ 
mitted or intended hv his co-trustees and either actively conceals 
it, or does not within a reasonable time take proper steps to 
protect the.charitable interest. 


A co-trustee who joins in signing a receipt for trust pro¬ 
perty, if lie proves, or if it otherwise appears that he has not 
received the same, is not answerable by reason of such sigim* 
tore only, for loss or misapplication of the property by his 
co-trustee.

(2) Every lease made by a trustee shall be made to 
take effect in possession upon execution or within not more 
than three months thereafter. It shall be made at the best 
rent which can reasonable he obtained. 

(3) Except with the permission of the Court or judge, 

no trustee shall lease any immovable trust property fora term 

of more than three vears.

(h) the delegating is permitted by the instrument of the 
trust; or 

(c) the Court or judge so directs. 


The appointment of an advocate or agent or proxy to do 
an act merely ministerial and involving no independent discre¬ 
tion is not a delegation within the meaning of this Section.

10 All matters with reference to any trust, or with 
reference to any obligation in the nature of a trust arising 
or resulting by the implication or construction of law, for 
which no specific provision is made in this or any other 
Ordinance, shall be determined by the principles of equity for 
the time being in force in the High Court of Justice in England. 
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41. The Chief Justice may, with the approval of the 
High Comniissioner, make rules 

(a) as to the procedure to he observed in any proceedings 
under this Ordinance; and 

(b) as to the jurisdiction of the Courts or judges thereof 
under this Ordinance. 


42. Subject to any rules under this Ordinance, 

fa) the competent Court in any proceedings under this 
Ordinance shall be the District Court of the district in which 
any part of the subject-matter of the trust is held or situate;
